GASOLINE TANK EXPLOSION 
SHAKES A PASSING TRAIN 


Several Passengers Thrown From 
Seats; Kansas City Fire Chief 
and Others Suffer Burns,

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 3.— 


An oil fire, punctuated by a series 
of explosions, at the White Eagle 
Oil Corporation tank lot today, 
shattered windows and shook pas- 
sengers on a passing northbound 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas train. Pas- 
sengers on three cars felt the blast, 
which threw. several from their 
seats. 

A three-inch stream of flaming 
gasoline flowed about the plant for 
two hours while firemen protected 
other storage tanks of gasoline, oil 
and naphtha. 

The gasoline was loosed when a 
hose through which a tank truck 
was being loaded became dislodged. 
Piesumably it was ignited by a 
spark from the boiler room, plant 
officials said. 

Joe Myers, an employe, was 
burned dangerously. Fire Chief 
Dan Donovan and several firemen 
suffered slight burns. 

The storage plant and loading 
dock were destroyed. Loss was es- 
timated at $30,000. 


HOME RAIDED, BRIDGE PARTY 
BROKEN UP; NO LIQUOR FOUND

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Pro- 
hibition agents, armed with a

party given by Flythe’s 16-year-old 
daughter and frightened her high 
school girl guests.

Flythe said he would ask the

charges against the informer, who 
swore he saw a man attending a 
still in the Flythe home.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—The 
factor having greatest weight in 
the national campaign which will 
end at the polls tomorrow is the 
business depression, with its re- 
sultant unemployment. Prohibi- 
tion is the issue in some of the 
notable contests of the campaign. 
The tariff, farm relief and other 
issues play a part, and in some 
districts local considerations and 
the personalities of candidates are 
the deciding factors. But if the 
Democrats make the congressional 
gains they are expected to make— 
gains which may give them control 
of the House—the result will be 


due, in the main, to the collapse of 
the “Coolidge prosperity.” 

That the Republican managers 
are well aware of the real issue is 
attested by the character of the 
G. O. P. speeches and official state- 
ments in the final drive for votes. 
The gist of these is that the depres- 
sion is world-wide,“ that the Hoo- 
ver administration is not to blame 
for the depression, is doing its 
best to alleviate suffering, and 
that if the Democrats are given 
power, conditions will become 
much worse than they now are. 
From Andrew Mellon down to the 
lowliest stump speaker, Repub- 
lican spokesmen for the last few 
weeks have been ringing’ the 
changes on that theme. 


Swing to Democrats Expected. 


It is certain that, in spite of the 
best efforts of the spellbinders and 
the outpouring of party funds, 
there will be a heavy swing to the 
Democrats. Optimistic Democratic 
observers are predicting a landslide 
that will overturn the present Re- 
publican majority in the House 
and bring the Democrats to within 
a vote or two of a majority in the 
Senate. The more conservative be- 
lieve that the Democratic gains, 
though heavy, will fall just short 
of the 53 seats needed for control 
of the House. As for the Senate, 
where Democrats would have to 
make a net gain of 10 to seize con- 
trol, the general view is that a gain 
of five or six is all that can reason- 
ably be expected. 

Not only the cause of the Demo- 
crats, but that of the wets is be- 
ing aided by hard times. Take 
Massachusetts, for example, where 
there is a fairly clean-cut prohibi- 
tion fight between the dry Repub- 
lican, William B. Butler, and the 
wet Democrat, Marcus A. Coolidge. 
If Coolidge wins the victory will be 
undeniably a wet victory, but it will 
be gained partly because of the 
business depression. This is to say, 
wet Republican votes will go for 
Coolidge which in times of pros- 
perity might have been held in 
line for the dry Republican can- 
didate. In cases where party ties 
have been loosened by prohibition, 
the business depression tends to 
complete the break. That is the 
condition also in Ohio, where the 
wet Democrat, Robert J. Bulkley, 
appears to most observers to have 
outdistanced his dry Republican 
opponent, Senator Roscoe C. Mc- 
Culloch. 

Democrats Carry Wet Banner. 

The extent to which the Demo- 
cratic party, outside the South, has 
gone wet is indicated by the fact 
that in virtually every State and 
’Congressional district where there 
is a wet and dry fight, it is the 
Democrat who is carrying the wet 
banner. The one outstanding ex- 
ception is Montana, where the dry 
Democrat, Senator Thomas J. 
Walsh is opposed by the wet Re- 
publican, Judge Albert J. Galen. 
Even here there is a degree of 
moisture on the Democratic side, 
since Walsh, despite his dry con- 
victions, has said that he would 
abide by a wet expression in a 
State referendum to the extent of 
voting to submit a repeal of ‘the 
eighteenth amendment, 

The wets have already made 
gains in the. primary elections and 
they are due to make more. These 
victories will be far from sufficient 
to.shake the dry control of Con- 
gress, but they are expected by the 
wets to add a momentum to the 
repeal movement out of all propor. 
tion to the immediate gain in con- 
gressional voting strength. A tri- 
umph in Ohio, birthplace and 
headquarters of the Anti-Saloon 
League, will be exploited as par- 
ticularly significant of a national 
revolt against prohibition. 

In the effort of the wets to cap- 
ture the Republican party, two 
major successes have already been 
achieved, the nomination for the 


Senate of Dwight Morrow in New 


Jersey and the espousal of the wet 
cause by the Republican party in 
New York. It is worth noting, tos. 
that the dry Butler was only able 
to obtain the Republican nomina- 
tion for the Senate in Massachu- 
setts because the wets split their

TELLS HIS STORY 


Alfred Rabouille, Eyewit- 
ness, Killing Rabbits on 
Posted Land, Fled for 


Fear of Prosecution. 


LIGHTS WENT OUT, 
THEN EXPLOSION 


Says There Was No Reason 
to Believe Ship Broke in 
Two Before Striking 
Ground. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 3.—One of the 
most interesting witnesses in the 
investigation of the crash of the 
dirigible R-101 is the Frenchman, 
Alfred Rabouille of Beauvais, who 
probably was the only man who 
witnessed the disaster. 

He was poaching rabbits in the 
vicinity when the big ship jammed 
its nose into a hillside and explod- 
ed. He fled in terror and later 
hesitated to tell of what he had 
seen because of the penalty which 
might have been inflicted upon 
him for hunting on posted land. 

He was brought here to testify 
today. It is the first time in all 
his 55 years that he has been out- 
side the vicinity of his native town. 

Rabouille’s testimony supported 
that of a previous witness, who 
said there was no reason to believe 
the airship broke in two before it 
struck the ground. It did not break, 
this witness said, until after it had 
struck. 

Rabouille told his story in stac- 
cato sentences. 

Airship Was Not Steady. 

J noticed,” he said, the air- 
ship was not steady. It was flying 
on an angle. I saw the lights go 
out twice. There was a loud ex- 
plosion. It knocked me down.” 

“And then what happened?” At- 
torney-General Jowett asked. 

Rabouille waved his arms in ex- 
citement. 

“It went up in the air,” he re- 
plied, “and that was the end of it. 
Finis, finis.“ 

J. H. Binks, engineer and one of 
the survivors of the diesaster, told 
the court that the ship did not 
leave its mooring mast on an even 
keel at the start of the ill-fated 
voyage to India. : 

Seemed to Fall at Stern. 

The engineer said that the R-101 
seemed to fall at the stern as it left 
the tower and three water ballasts 
had to be released. It is not un- 
usual to release water ballasts, but 
it seemed abnormal to him to re- 
lease three, although he did not 
think anything was wrong except 
that the ship seemed very heavy. 

Binks is still under hospital 
treatment for injuries suffered in 
the crash of the R-101. He gave 
his testimony with difficulty, and 
showed the stress of great emotion 
as he recalled the horror of the 
last minutes of the trip. Once dur- 
ing his testimony Sir John Simon, 
chairman of the court, halted pro- 
ceedings for a few moments to al- 
low him to regain control of him- 
self. 

Most of Binks’ testimony was 
in the form of a prepared state- 
ment which was read to the court. 

In the plain language of the me- 
chanic, he unfolded a_ ghastly 
story such as is seldom heard at 
an inquiry of-this kind. An at- 
mosphere of tenseness hovered 
over the court as the story reached 
its climax of the crash and ex- 
plosion. 

Flood Probably Saved Lines. 

“I turned to Artie Bell,” the 
Court heard, “and I said to him: 
‘It looks like it’s all up, Artie.’ 
Then the flames burst around us 
and the water tanks broke. We 
were almost drowned but that 
flood probably saved our lives.” 

Arthur Bell was another of the 
engineering crew of the dirigible. 
He was on duty with Binks on 
that last night. He also testified 
today. 

Another witness was Maj. J. P. 
C. Cooper, Inspector of Accidents 
for the Air Ministry. He told the 
Court that his examination of the 
wreckage gave no grounds at all 
for supposing that the big dirigible 
broke to pieces in the air.

NIGHT OF FEASTING 


AFTER ETHIOPIAN 
RULER I CROWNED 


Crowds Prostrate Them- 
selves in Dust as Royal 


Procession Passes 
Through Addis Abeba. 


RAW MEAT BANQUET 
FOR TRIBESMEN 


Thousand Cattle Slaugh- 
tered for the Occasion— 
Barbaric Ceremonies in 
Emperor’s Honor. 


By the Associated Press. 
ADDIS ABEBA, Abyssinia, Nov. 


3.—Not until dawn today did the 
city and the hundreds of thousands 
gathered here cease their celebra- 
tion of the ceronation of Abyssin- 
ia’s Emperor and Empress. 

Nearly exhausted by a night- 
long vigil of prayer, Ras Tafari 
Makonnen, who claims descent 
from Solomon and the Queen of 


ziru Menen, were taken at day- 
break yesterday from the national 
cathedral to the especially built 
coronation hall where they were 
crowned the 334th rulers of the 


oldest kingdom in the world. 

Thirty-nine-year-old Ras Tafari, 
accepting the bejewelled crowa 
from the Coptic Archbishop of 
Ethiopia became Emperor Haile 
Selassie I, Lord King of Kings of 
Ethiopia, Conquering Lion of the 
Tribe of Judah, and the elect of 
God. 

Princess Waziru Menen, a year 
his senior and many pounds 
heavier was then crowned Empress 
Ttega Menan, Queen of Queens of 
Ethiopia. 


Crowds Prostrate Themselves. 


A seven-hour religious service 
followed the coronation, Then the 
two sovereigns entered a golden 
carriage once owned by the Ger- 
man Kaiser and were ‘driven in 
princely splendor through the 
streets of their capital to their 
palace. 

There were but four horses in- 
stead of six for the pretentious 
coach, one of the Hungarian ani- 
mals imported for the occasion in 
a capricious moment having brok- 
en part of the harness, and neces- 
sitated elimination of him and his 
mate from the trappings. 

A thousand of his subjects pros- 
trated themselves before the Em- 
peror as he entered his carriage. 
As the carriage was driven off, the 
sovereigns bowing to right and left, 
many of their subjects crowded be- 
hind the vehicle and, prostrating 
themselves, kissed the dusty streets 
over which it had just passed. 

The arrival of the royal pair at 
the palace’ marked the beginninz 
of the week-long celebrations 
which the Emperor had ordained in 
honor of the event. The hundreds 
of thousands gathered here began 
immediately a barbaric sequence of 
feasting, dance and prayer. 

Cost About $3,000,000. 

The coronation ceremonies were 
estimated to have cost the Govern- 
ment about $3,000,000 and months 
cf preparation. 

After the Emperor and Empress 
emerged from their night of prayer 
and meditation in St. George's 
Church they entered a specially 
built pavilion adjoining the church, 
where they took their places on the 
red and blue canopied thrones. 

The Emperor looked tired and 
the Queen had to be supported as 
she walked to the throne. . The 
Archbishop, and assembled Bish- 
Ops, consecrated successively the 
Emperor’s vivid crimson and gold 
encrusted coronation robes, the im- 
perial scepter, the symbolical ring, 
and the golden lances with which 
Ras Tafari may defend his throne. 
Each was presented the Emperor 
with great ceremony. 

From the distance could be 
heard the rattle of drums, the tin- 
kling of silver sistra, the clash of 
cymbals and the tapping of the ec- 
clesiastical staves of the clergy on 
the pavements, mingled with the 
voices of the priests. Raising his 
finger solemnly, the Archbishop 
then anointed Ras Tafari Emperor. 

The Coronation Ceremony. 
Silence reigned through the sun- 
lit pavilion as the arch priest of 
Aksum took from the regalia table 
the jeweled gold crown and handed 
it to the Archbishop, who placed it 
on the head of his majesty, saying: 
“This crown shall be the crown of 
thy glory.” 

The Emperor replied: “T am the 
least of my brethren.” The Arch- 
bishop and Bishop then kissed the 
Emperor's right shoulder in token 
of feudal submission. 

The youthful Crown Prince ap- 
proached the Emperor and received 
from him as he knelt a golden dia- 
dem. “Do you intend during all 
your life to be the servant of your

An inquest verdict of accident 
was returned by a Coroner's jury 
at Highland, III., today in the case 
of John F. Farrington, Richmond 
Heights automobile salesman, who 
was burned to death yesterday aft- 
ernoon when his automobile struck 
a concrete culvert on Highway No.

Although burned almost beyond 
recognition, the body was identi- 
fied today by S. P. Hitchings, 1003 
Central avenue, a friend of Far- 
rington, who recognized his dental 
work. At Farrington's home, 7236 
West Park avenue, where he resid- 
ed with his wife and two children, 
it was said he was on his way to 


Indianapolis, Ind., to drive his 
mother-in-law to St. Louis. 
The accident occurred at 6 


o’clock at a sharp bend in the road. 
Barney Gannon and Fred Casper, 
at a filling station nearby, said the 
machine, traveling at high speed, 
scraped against a railing and 
crashed into the viaduct, bursting 
immediately into flames. 

The two witnesses and A. S. Clan- 
ton, a State Highway patrolman, 
tried to extinguish the fire by 
throwing sand into the car. Be- 
cause of the heat two hours elapsed 
before the body could be moved. 

Mrs. Farrington went to High- 
land this morning to take charge 
of the body and make funeral ar- 
rangements.

Possible Basis of Appeal, 

Although they must go to trial 
before Judge Green at a later date, 
the defendants can use his failure 
to grant them a venue change as 
the basis of an appeal to the Su- 
preme Court for a new trial in the 
event of conviction. That they plan 
to do this, should the case be de- 
cided against them, was indicated 
by Baer's action. 

Circuit Attorney Miller an- 
nounced he would confer with de- 
tense counsel on setting a date for 
trial. In all probability, he said, 
the case will go over until after 
Jan. 1, because the defense law- 
yers have indicated they will ask 
that the jury be locked up and it 
is not the intention of the State to 
keep a jury locked up during the 
holiday season.

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As the tribunal will deal only 
with cases involving the Dominion 
Governments rathcr than individ- 
uals, it will not serve as a substi- 
tute for the Privy Council, now the 
Supreme Court in the British Em- 
pire. 

Heads of the delegations reached 
provisional decisions of the great- 
est importance. A wide extension 
of consultations between the Gov- 
ernments of the Empire is project- 
ed, which eventually may result in 
Canada, for instance, having a rep- 
resentative in each of the other 
Dominions. 

Increased trade between Canada 
and Australia, and between Cana- 
da and South Africa, has been the 
subject of conyersations between 
representatives of the three do- 
minions here for the imperial con- 
ference. 

When the curtain is rung down 
on the conference—it is now ex- 
pected to conclude about Nov. 11 
Parker Moloney, Australian Min- 
ister of Markets, will return home 
by way of Canada. He will con- 
tinue the conversations on devel- 
opment of inter-dominian trade 
with H. H. Stevens, Canadian Min- 
ister of Trade and Commerce. 

The first fruits of the conversa- 
tions was an arrangement whereby 
Australia undertakes not to dump 
any butter on the Canadian mar- 
ket. Australia also hopes to se- 
cure a better market in Canada 
for her wool, and an opening for 
her wines, giving in return pref- 
erences on Canadian manufactur- 
ers. 

On the Canadian side it is felt 
much can be done to develop in- 
ter-dominion trade. Considerable 
Australian wool that now goes to 
Canada through New York migkt 
go to the dominion direct. 

The Canadian Government’s pro- 
posal for empire penny postage 
was favorably reported by the 
communications committee. But it 
is not expected that it will be gen- 
erally adopted for some time. 

While representatives of Great 
Britain and of other dominions 
have approved the principle, it is 
understood they qualified their ap- 
proval by laying stress on their 
present financial difficulties.

The coronation was followed by 
a dance of the priests in front of 
the church, to the time of low, 
rhythmical chants, accented by 
monotonous drumbeats and the 
clash of cymbals. The priests, 
bearded and mantled, swayed their 
bodies violently to and fro, accord- 
ing to the peculiar Ethiopian rit- 
ual, and waved their long, gold- 
headed prayer sticks like wands. 

Living Lions Displayed. 

After the royal pair left the 
church, they were driven amidst 
fresh outbursts of applause, to a 
dais in the square in front of the 
palace. In front of them, tethered 
to the platform, were five lions 
with beautiful golden-brown 
manes, guardians of the throne of 
Ethiopia and national symbols of 
power. 

The ruling Princes and chiefs 
from the outlying provinces were 
received in order. As they ap- 
proached the rulers, they prostrat- 
ed themselves, touching the earth 
with their foreheads as an indica- 
tion of their submission and hom- 
age. Beside the sovereigns stood 
the crack guardsmen of the palace, 
tall, stalwart youths, brilliantly 
uniformed. 

The King released several hun- 
dred political and criminal offen- 
ders, and also conferred the Order 
of the Conquering Lion of Judah 
on several Cabinet members, 
Princes and tribal chiefs. 

The most striking of the day's 
festivities was an open-air banquet 
of raw meat and tej, or wine made 
from fermented honey and flavored 
with herbs, which the Emperor 
gave to 25,000 of his tribesmen. 
A thousand cattle were slaugh- 
tered on the spot for the feast.

For the last 50 
years, whenever the party in pow- 
er has lost the House midway of a 
presidential term, the other party 
has won the next succeeding presi- 
dential election. Whatever may be 
the validity of a forecast based on 
this record, the winning of the 
House by the Democrats, or even 
a landslide that falls just short of 
that result, will have the effect of 
stimulating the Democrats to re- 
newed efforts and of enhancing 
the value of the party’s presiden- 
tial nomination in the eyes of pos- 
sible contenders. 

Pinchot as 1932 Possibility. 
The effect of this year’s elections 
on the chances of presidential as- 
pirants of both parties fs already 
being analyzed by the political 
soothsayers. If Gifford Pinchot 
wins his fight for the Governor- 
Ship of Pennsylvania, he may be 
acclaimed by Republican drys as 
the Moses destined to keep the 
party out of a wet wilderness. Pin- 
chot is dry, and he is aiso Progres- 
sive. He is the only outstanding 
dry Progressive Republican of the 
East—the only Eastern leader in 
tune with the dryness and the pro- 
gressivism of thé Borah brand of 
Western Republicans. 

It is not at all a fantastic as- 
sumption that if the Republican 
party of the East continues its 
trend toward wetness, Pinchot will 
assume the leadership of the dry 
element. There are even some 
prophets among conservative Re- 
publicans who gloomily envision 
Pinchot leading a third party in 
1932 and wrecking regular Re- 
publican hopes. 

On the Democratic side, Roose- 
velt of New York and Ritchie of 
Maryland bulk large in all political 
forecasts, Both are wet. Roose- 
velt is about to be elected to a sec- 
ond term as Governor of New York 
and Ritchie seems certain to estab- 
lish an all-time record for all the 
States of the Union by winning the 
governorship of Maryland, a four- 
year office, for the fourth consec- 
utive time. Roosevelt's ability as 
a presidential candidate is gener- 
ally believed to have been lessened 
by his refusal to order a wholesale 
investigation into the current judi- 
clal scandals in New York City. 
Roosevelt is accused of truckling 
to Tammany to insure his re-elec- 
tion. A case can be made out for 
him, but the charges, whether jus- 
tified or not, furnish a vehicle for 
strong and effective opposition to 
his presidential aspirations, 
Ritchie's chances, on the other 
hand, appear to be improving. He 
has been consistently and persiat- 
ently wet. Even when Gov. Smith 
was making concessions in New 
| York, Ritchie was an uncompro- 
mising advocate of repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. If the wet 
tide continues to rise, Ritchie's 
star will rise with it.

juror is not qualified who has 
formed or expressed an opinion on 
the merits of a case, it is further 
provided that if such opinion is 
founded on rumor and newspaper 
report, and not such as to prejudice 
or bias the mind of the juror, he 
may serve; and it has been held 
in several cases that one who has 
read fragmentary portions only of 
the evidence may be sworn and 
served, if otherwise qualified. 

“None of the papers published 
what purported to be more than 
the testimony of a few witnesses, 
although the names of 38 persons 
are indorsed on the information. 

“That the discussion of the case 
disclosed by defendants’ witnesses 
was of the casual charac‘er, such 
as might be heard at luncheon 
gatherings, clubs or places of recre- 
ation, is indicated by the fact that 
when pressed for the names of per- 
sons who had talked about the 
case, one witness named three, an- 
other named four and the other 
40 witnesses named 19, a total 
of 26. 

Newspaper Discussion. 


“The indictment in the case was 
filed March 31. 1929, and the sub- 
sequent information filed by the 
Circuit Attorney March 20, 1930. 
The papers began publishing ar- 
ticles early in the year 1929 and 
continued their comments from 
time to time to the date of the 
hearing, and if the discussion of 
the case was also continued during 
the same period and prejudice re- 
sulted therefrom, it should be not- 
ed that each of the defendants in a 
separate affidavit, signed and sworn 
to by him on Sept. 19 or 20, 1930, 
declares that the facts on which 
he bases the application for change 
of venue came to his knowledge 
after the beginning of the June 
term of the Circuit Court in this 
city. 

“It seems singular, therefore, that 
if this alleged prejudice was deep 
seated and widespread during the 
years 1929 and 1930, the defend- 
ants should not have heard of it 
until after the June term, 1930, of 
this court. 2 

“As to the articles most com- 
plained of in one of the afternoon 
papers, it may be said that if some 


of them, particularly cartoons, did 
not measure up to the highest 
standard of ethical journalism, 
they were of the kind which are 
news today and are forgotten to- 
morrow. 

“The application, however, 
strongly rebutted by testimony of- 
fered on the part of the State. 

Defendants’ Side Given. 

“It may be said in this connec- 
tion that all the newspapers pub- 
lished articles or items favorable 
to the defendants. Those were the 
emphatic denials of guilt on the 
part of defendants, their wiling- 
ness to be tried and the fact that 
although the city had made an ex- 
tended and expensive investigation 
in order to ascertain the amount, 
if any, which the city had been 
defrauded of, no suit up to this 
time has been brought by the city 
to try to recover such amount. 

„Those are matters which candid 
and fair-minded men might be 
expected to take cognizance of. 
The Circuit Attorney called, ap- 
parently without special inquiry, 
30 men serving as jurors in this 
and another division of court, and 
the testimony taken as a whole of 
these men was to the effect that 
there was no prejudice against de- 
fendants. These men were not 
ignorant—they were of more than 
average intelligence, men who had 
a proper appreciation of their 
civic responsibilities. They were 
of the type to which the gravest 
questions of property rights of the 
people have for years been sub- 
mitted, and who have also been 
called upon the decide cases in- 
volving the liberty and lives of our 
citizens. 

“That such jurors do not hastily 
form inconsiderate conclusions as 
to matters which may come before 
them, it may be stated that in an- 
other division of the court, where 
great publicity had been given to 
a case revolting in its details, a 
panel of 47 jurors was found to be 
qualified out of 53 examined. 

“Under all of the evidence in 
the case, I am of the opinion that 
defendants can have a fair and 
impartial trial of their case in the 
city of St. Louis. The application 
for a change of venue will, there- 
fore, be denied and overruled.”

Question of Obligation in Case 
of Removal of Abandoned 
Tracks Raised by City. 


The question of the obligation 
of the Public Service Co. to bear 
part of the cost of replacing street 
paving after removal of abandoned 
street car tracks was raised by City 
Counselor Muench today at a hear- 
ing at City Hall before Chairman 
Stahl of the State Public Service 
Commission. 

The hearing was on the applica- 
tion of the company for permis- 
sion to abandon ifs tracks on 
Prairie avenue between North 
Market and Hebert streets, a dis- 
tance of three-tenths of a mile. 

L. C. Datz, chief engineer of the 
company, testified these tracks nev- 
er were part of a main line, but were 
used in connection with a car barn 
at North Market street and Spring 
avenue which was abandoned six 
months ago.

No local earth 
tremors, however, were recorded by 
seismographs here. 

. Thomas J. Blong, on the other 
hand, was of the, opinſon that four 
cracks, varying in width between 
one-quarter and five-eighths of an 
inch, in his brick and stucco home 
at 1247 Hampton Park drive, Rich- 
mond Heights, were due to the dry 
weather.

As most of the homes were of 
solid construction and many of 
them had been standing from 
eight to 10 years without previous 
indication of foundation settling, he 
could not, at first, determine the 
cause, 

An analysis of the situation, 
however, convinced him that dry 
weather was to blame, and he is 
of the opinion that no further 
cracking of soundly built homes 
will occur, barring another long 
drouth, as normal rainfall! has elim- 
inated the cause of the trouble. 

“An unusually dry spring.“ he 
explained, followed by abnormal- 
ly high summer temperatures and 
a period of 66 days—from July 1 
to Sept. 6—without appreciable 
rainfall, caused a drying of the 
ground under buildings and its 
consequent shrinkage. The shrink- 
age probably ranged from 5 to 25 
per cent, depending on the porosity 
of the clay and its normal water 
content. 

“While the clay 
shrunken state, the foundations 
naturally conformed to the de- 
formations of the soil, and set- 
tling resulted. Now that the clay 
has absorbed its normal percent- 
age of water, however, it has ex- 
panded to its former volume and 
further @ettling is unlikely to oc- 
cur.”

Needs of the 61 social agencies 
in St. Louis and the county which 
participate in the Community Fund, 
were described yesterday in pulpits 
and during the Community Forum 
broadcast.

Maestre said such contributions 
will not be used as a basis in ask- 
ing for larger sums in future cam- 
paigns. Records of emergency 
gifts will be kept separate from 
regular contributions and will be 
destroyed when pledges are paid, 
he said. 

During the Community Forum 
broadcast over station KMOX yes- 
terday, Robert W. Kelso, director 
of the Community Fund described 
the need for investigation of social 
conditions of a family which re- 
quires material relief. 

“The most expensive charity in 
the world is uninvestigated doles,” 
he said. “The trained social work- 
er earns her pay and expenses over 
and over again during the course 
of the year.” 

If the poor families of St. Louis 
needed nothing except coal and 
groceries it would cost next to 
nothing, Kelso said, to supply their 
wants. The social worker, he said, 
is valuable in determining the cause 
of the need for relief, and fre- 
quently is able to obtain assistance 
from relatives.

MEETING NEXT YEA 


Delegation to Geneva This 
Week to Insist on End of 
Preliminary Talk. 


By the Associated Presa 

BERLIN, Nov. 3.—As far as 
Germany is concerned the session 
of the Preparatory Disarmament 
Commission scheduled to meet 
again at Geneva Nov. 6 is likely to 
be the last one. 

Count von Bernstorff and the 
German delegation have been in- 
structed to bend every effort to 
have the Preparatory Commission 
give way to a full conference of 
the Powers in 1931 to tackle dis- 
armament. 

So insistent is Germany that the 
preliminaries be ended, that the 
Cabinet does not deem it essential 
for full agreements to be reached 
now on a draft convention. Ger- 
many proposes that whatever draft 
convention may find maximym 
support shall be submitted to the 
Powers, together with a minority 
report and with memoranda from 
all Powers participating in the pre- 
liminaries setting forth their at- 
titudes. 

German official circles ex- 
pressed the feeling that further 
preliminary discussion of the dif- 
ference between the French and 
German attitudes on war materials 
and trained reserves is futile and 
might as well be transferred to a 
meeting of the Powers. 

The French position is that 
trained reserves and accumulated 
war materials shal not be consid- 
ered part of the strength of armies 
and navies. Germany and Great 
Britain hold a contrary view. 

“We aim at getting a date fixed 
some time in 1931 for a world dis- 
armament conference irrespective 
of what reports may be drawn up 
at the coming Geneva session,” 
said a Foreign Office spokesman. 
Meanwhile the German Govern- 
ment has been watching the par- 
leys of Hugh S. Gibson, American 
Ambassador to Belgium, at Paris 
and Rome with great interest. It 
was said that if Gibson should 
succeed in getting France and Italy 
to join the American, British and 
Japanese in a complete naval 
agreement, Germany would wel- 
come it as a step in the direction 
of ridding the world of armament 
burdens. | 
“Provided of course,” the For- 
eign Office spokesman added, “that 
no secret understandings or gen- 
tlemens’ agreements are made 
where land disarmament is jeop- 
ardized.”

U. S. SUPREME COURT TO PASS: 
ON MISLEADING ADVERTISING 


To Decide on Course to Be Taken 
When Competing Firms Are 
Not Injured. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 8. — The 


authority of the Federal Trade 
Commission to stop alleged misrep- 
resentation in advertising when no 
injury to competing firms is in- 
volved will receive a limited review 
by the Supreme Court. 

The question arose from an or- 
der of the commission that the 
Raladam Co. refrain from adver- 
tising “Marmola,” a patent anti- 
fat remedy, as a safe, harmless and 
scientific method of treating 
obesity. It charged the medicine 
sold under this name contained a 
powerful drug which should be 
used only at a physician’s direc- 
tion. 

The Sixth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals reversed the order of the 
commission, holding it had no au- 
thority since it had failed to show 
evidence of injury to honest com- 
petitors. 

The commission in its appeal to 
the Supreme Court said in effect 
its authority would be sharply lim- 
ited if the Circuit Court’s decision 
were permitted to stand.

Capture Cliff-Protected Village 
in Campaign Against 
Head-Hunters.

TOKIO, Nov. 3.—Newspapers re- 
port the capture of Mahebo, Central 
Formosan village, by Japanese 
troops, a victory regarded by au- 
thorities as one of the most impor- 
tant yet in the campaign to subju- 
gate savage Taiyal tribesmen. 

The village, a natural fortress, 
hemmed in by towering cliffs and 
deep gorges spanned only by sus- 
pension bridges which the ab- 
origines destroyed, was taken yes- 
terday. At least two Japanese offi- 
cers were slain, but advices fail to 
state the number wounded. Ma- 
hebo was burned after its occu- 
pation. 

Japanese forces exacted a heavy 
toll during the attack, which start- 
ed Saturday. Early reports said 
at least 80 savages were killed and 
many wounded. It was impossible 
to estimate the loss to the savages, 
however, as they carried off their 
dead whenever possible.

BRITISH LABOR PARTY LOSES 


Gives Up 92 Seats and Gains Only 
27 Seats in English and 
Welsh Councils,

LONDON, Nov. 3.—Final returns 
from the municipal election in 
about 80 of the largest cities and 
towns in England and Wales show 
the Labor party lost 92 seats in 
municipal Counchs and gained only 
27. 

The Conservatives gained 79 and 
lost 10, while the Liberals gained 
9 and lost 17. The independents 
gained 24 and lost 20. 

While municipal and parlia-

his impatience with the free and untrammeled news 
paper discussion to which every President is subject. 
It will be recalled that even before he entered the 
White House, while he was on his South American 
trip, the rather startling announcement was made 
that newspaper dispatches from the battleships Utah 
and Maryland, on which the party traveled, were 
being censored. On Jan. 8, 1929, the story was told 


in the Post-Dispatch as follows: 


Executives of the Hoover party, when ques 
tioned about the subject today, objected to the 
use of the word “censorship.” They freely ad- 
mitted, however, that all news dispatches filed 
from the ship were read by Baker (George Barr 
Baker), acting as Hoover’s personal representa- 
tive, and that changes were made in the dis 
patches at Baker’s request. All newspaper copy 
had to receive Baker's O K before it could 


be transmitted. 

In April, 1929, a month after his inauguration, 
Mr. Hoover made his much-discussed speech on law 
enforcement before the Associated Press. In that 
speech, he politely regretted that the press was 
not playing the particular kind of role he would 
like to see it play in the interest of respect for 
law. He said: : 

I need not repeat that absolute freedom of the 
press to discuss public questions is a foundation 
stone of American liberty. I put the question, 
however, to every individual conscience, whether 
flippance is a useful or even legitimate device 
in such discussions. I do not believe it is. Its 
effect is as misleading and as distorting of public 
conscience as deliberate misrepresentation. 

We do not think we do the President an injustice 
in guessing that what he meant by “flippance” is 
the journalistic attitude toward prohibition, and that 
his idea of good journalism would be a unanimous, 
unsmiling support by the newspapers of the 
eighteenth amendment and the Volstead act. He 
added: 

Possibly the time is at hand for the press to 
systematically demand and support the reorgani- 
zation of our law enforcement machinery ... 80 
that crime may be reduced, and on the other 
hand to demand that our citizens shall awake 
to the fundamental consciousness of democracy 
which is. . that every responsible member of 
~ democracy has the primary duty to obey the 

w. 

In January, 1930, Mr. Hoover wrote his celebrated 
“hair shirt” letter complaining of the trials and trib- 
ulations which beset a President, in which he said: 

You well know of the wearing of hair shirts in 
the middle ages by way of reminder of sins and 
trouble. Somewhere lately I said that every man 
has a few mental hair shirts and that Presidents 
differ only by their larger wardrobe—for certain 
individuals, newspapers, associations and institu- 
tions officiate as haberdashers in this regard. 
Mr. Hoover's sensitiveness to newspaper criticism, 
his protests against journalistic policies which do 
not agree with his, his clear impatience with articles 
unfavorable to his administration, form a curious 
side to his nature. Up to the present at least, 
besides owing his great reputation largely to news- 
papers, he has fared far better at their hands than 
his predecessors. Roosevelt, Taft, Wilson, Harding, 
Coolidge—all of these men underwent a hazing 
whose severity Mr. Hoover has yet to appreciate. 
Mr. Jefferson furnished the classical American exam- 
ple in this field when he said: 


Conscious that there was not a truth on earth 

which I feared should be known, I have lent my- 
self willingly as the subject of a great experi- 
ment, which was to prove that an administration, 
conducting itself with integrity and common un- 
derstanding, cannot be battered down, even by 
the falsehoods of a licentious press, and conse- 
quently still less by the press as restrained 
within the legal and wholesome limits of truth. 
This experiment was wanting for the world to 
demonstrate the falsehood of the pretext that 
freedom of the press is incompatible with orderly 
government. I have never, therefore, even con- 
tradicted the thousands of calumnies so indus- 
triously propagated against myself. 
The integrity and survival of our institutions de- 
mands that whoever sits in the White House be 
under the closest and most critical scrutiny. Unless 
a flood of light is forever turned on the presidency, 
our liberties are not secure. To withstand this glare 
is the inevitable fate of every President, and, though 
it sometimes results in unfairness and injustice, it is 
a necessary concomitant of democracy. To repeat Mr. 
Hoover’s own words: “Absolute freedom of the press 
to discuss public questions is a foundation stone 
of American liberty.”

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TOMORROW. 

The people of the United States will go to the polls 
tomorrow to elect a new House of Representatives, 
$4 United States Senators and 32 Governors. 
Particular interest attaches to the outcome because 
of the changed conditions since 1928. In that year 
the Republicans were still the beneficiaries of the 
fantastic notion that any Republican regime means 
prosperity, whereas they are compelled to face the 
people this year upon issues of reality. The Re- 
publicans are not to blame for all the ills of our time. 
They have only exposed themselves to responsibility 
for them by advancing the hocus pocus that they are 
responsible for prosperity. As Mr. Morrow so aptly 
put it, a party that claims credit for rain must ex- 
pect to be blamed for drouth. 
In truth, the present situation has served the pur- 
pose of showing us that we do not very well under- 
stand the fluctuations of fortune between good and 
bad times. Economists are far from agreeing in the 
present instance. They can all suggest economies 
that might be effected, but the best that any of them 
can make of the plight of the world is that many 
causes have contributed to it. Thus, the war debts 
and reparations; overproduction of agricultural and 
manufactured products; the concentration of gold in 
the United States and France; the destruction of for- 
eign credit by the high prices which money com- 
manded in the great bull market; the widespread 
tariff mania. The record of the administration in 
the matter of the stock market is not a good one. It 
committed the mistake of encouraging those orgies 
which at last caused the great collapse. It saw no 
peril in the huge total of brokers’ loans, and it ac 
cepted as an evidence of that prosperity incident to 
itself an exaggeration of stock values many times 
beyond their earning power. 
When times are bad all parties in power suffer in 
the elections, and it would not surprise the country 
to see the Republicans lose contro] over the House 
tomorrow. The Hawley-Smoot tariff was more than 
an international blunder: it was a great domestic 
folly. The Republicans lost their control over Con- 
gress in the Taft administration because of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff, as they are likely to do tomor- 
row because of the Hawley-Smoot tariff. It is one of 
the few uses the American people make of an opposi- 
tion party, a means by which they twice elected Grov- 
er Cleveland. A tariff issue in bad times has never 
spared the party in power. 
So that popular reaction to business depression and 
the growing revolt against prohibition are the most 
interesting features of tomorrow's elections. The sen- 
atorial election in Illinois is vital in the movement 
for repeal of the eighteenth amendment. If that 
great State turns its back upon prohibition the end 
cannot be far away.

Mrs. J. F. Trottman, 
State regent, described the University of Wisconsin 
as a place where “un-American ideas were fostered,” 
and lamented the “spectacle of a university profes- 
sor trying to have a Communist student released 
from jail.” Before the session was over, Dr. Glenn 
Frank, the university president, had answered. 
“Well, what of it?” he asked, according to the As- 
sociated Press report. “We are apt to have both 
Communists and Presbyterians here. A student has 
as much right to be one as the other. It is not the 
business of the university to dictate the political 
and religious beliefs of its students.” That brief 
statement is one which enlightened opinion every- 
where will applaud.

DUTCH DWELLINGS AND OURS. 

The “mean habitations” of our workers, as con- 
trasted with the neat homes of their Dutch contem- 
poraries, are blotches on the American scene as viewed 
by Dr. A. R. Van Linge of Holland, lately in St. 
Louis at the quinine tercentenary celebration at 
Shaw’s Garden. It has become the custom to laugh 
away criticisms by foreign visitors, but here is one 
that cannot be thus deprecated. It is not of necessity 
a slur on the personal tastes and habits of those 
who occupy the “mean habitations,” for they are 
largely renters, often uncertain of how long their 
tenancy will last. The condition was produced large- 
ly by our country’s mushroom growth, which made 
utility and haste the builder’s watchwords rather 
than art and patience as abroad.

If the continuance of our civilization is 
to be based upon democracy, obviously 
knowledge and the capacity for judgment 
must permeate the whole community. “We 
must educate our masters,” said a British 
staiesman after the second reform bill gave 
workingmen the vote. Time has only re- 
inforced the deep wisdom of this.

W. D. Besant, Glasgow Park 
Director, Amazed by Their 
Excellence, 


“St. Louls has shown me more 
than I had learned from other 
cities in the last 16 years,” W. D. 
Besant, Director of Parks and Bo- 
tanic Gardens of Glasgow, told Di- 
rector George T. Moore of Shaw's 
Garden before his departure yes- 
terday for the East and Scotland. 

Besant was sent by the city of 
Glasgow to the international cele- 
bration of the Quinine Tercenten- 
ary, and spoke at the Henry Shaw 
dinner last Friday at Hotel Jeffer- 
son. Officially, also, he conveyed 
the good wishes of Royal Botanic 
Gardeng at Kew, the greatest in 


the world. But personally he came 
to study Shaw's Garden and the

Superintendent Pring of the gar- 
den remarked that Besant was 81 
lent, except for an occasional 
question, as Director Vierheller of 
the Zoo showed them the new 
Bird House( the small animal pits, 
the Reptile House and the bear 
pits. 

„'m juct drinking it in,“ Besant 
said seriously. “Now I understand 
why this Zoo was described to me 
as nearly if not altogether the fin- 
est in the country.” He was 
amazed to hear that it had been 
developed in ten years. 


Besant had immediate interest in 


the St. Louis institutions. Glas- 
gow considers establishing a zoo in 
its finest park. Like Shaw's Gar- 
den, Glasgow has been forced by 
dominant industrial development 
to establish a garden outside the 
city. The fall of soot at the orig- 
inal garden in the heart of Glas- 
gow, he said, is 40 tons a year to 
the square mile, exactly the same 
as recorded at Shaw's garden. 

„It is difficult to realize how 
rapidly you do things here,” 
remarked when he saw the nursery, 
the wild-flower reservation and the 
orchid houses in the 1600-acre 
garden at Gray Summit. Certain- 
ly you haven't wasted a minute. 
In 26 years you will have here one 
of the world’s greatest arbore- 
tums.“ 

The chrysanthemum show at the 
garden in town impressed him 
most with the “show in the alr“— 
the basket chrysanthemums intro- 
duced by the garden eight years 
ago. Along with specimens of the 
tropical water-lilies originated by 
Superintendent Pring, he took back 
with him full data on varieties and 
methods suitable for basket chry- 
santhemums and the cascade 
chrysanthemums originated this 
year by Floriculturist Kohl. 

“We see nothing like that in 
Europe,” he remarked. “And we 
see nothing like that exquisite Jap- 
anese garden in our shows. They 
are simply exhibitions of flowers. 
Not only in the exhibition, but in 
all the Shaw's Garden greenhouses, 
the extent to which natural set- 
tings have been developed is sim- 
ply amazing.”

Everyday Foods Appear 
in a New Guise. 


It is so very easy, in spite of the 
very great variety of foods that 
we have to choose from, to plan 
the same foods week in and week 
out, and to feel safe and sure that 
the family will eat them without 
question. Yet this makes cooking 
a far from exciting job, and may 
account for the fact that it is so 
often considered drudgery. 

This week we are giving some 
suggestions for dressing up every- 
day foods with different season- 
ings and flavorings so that they will 
appear in a new guise. 

Omelets. 

Eggs appear on many a breakfast 
table every day in the year. There 
are dozens and dozens of ways of 
cooking them. many varying most- 
ly in the seasonings used. Omelets 
are one of the generally popular 
methods, and of all the tribe of 
omelets, two or three are outstand- 
ing. 

One is a plain omelet made after 
the method employed by an old 
French cook, and the French excel 
in the art of making omelets. Rub 
a heavy frying pan with a cut piece 


in two tablespoons butter, and let 


pan and cook slowly until firm, 
lifting the cooked part of the ome- 
let away from the sides of the pan 
and letting the uncooked part run 
underneath. When firm, fold over 
and turn out on a hot platter. 

Poached eggs are delicious served 
on toast that has been spread with 
devilled ham or tongue, or with a 
thin layer of bloater paste. A slice 
or two of salami or any dry sau- 
sage cut very fine and cooked in 
with scrambled eggs gives a dis- 
tinctive and excellent variation in 
flavor. 

Stuffed Celery. 
Stuffed celery makes a good 
Sunday night supper relish, and 
there are a number of types of 
stuffings; this one is rather novel 
and is sure to excite interest in 
the combination. Mash one cup 
of cold, boiled rice, season with 
salt and work in one-half cup 
peanut butter and just enough 
mayonnaise to moisten. When 
thoroughly blended stuff stalks of 
celery with the mixture and chill 
before serving. 
Serve plain stewed prunes for 
breakfast with the juice of half a 
chilled orange squeezed over each 
portion. Occasionally use canned 
pineapple juice in the same way:

Play Important Part in 
Maintaining Health. 


Each person has certain respon- 
sibilities to meet in the daily rou- 
time of living, and each one is born 
with a certain capacity for cafry- 
ing on the very definite functions 
that have to do with living. This 


capacity is largely dependent on 
the organiaztion of our bodies. 
Whether they use it rapidly or 
slowly, wisely or foolishly deter- 
mines the length of life—always 
excepting accidents, of course! The 
rate at which persons use up vital- 
ity is almost always something over 
which they have fairly definite con- 
trol. 

There is a great deal said these 
days about the rapid pace of mod- 
ern life and the general speeding 
up that has taken place in our 
mode of living during recent years. 
It is true that there is a greater 
pressure and a greater need, or 
rather a greater urge, toward haste 
in most of the things we do now- 
adays. But even at that there are 
some people who will always live 
more rapidly and intensely than 
others. They are full of a driving 
force that keeps pushing them on. 
Others are slower of action, thought 
and movement. They may get just 
as much out of life, but they get it 
in a calmer and a more methodi- 
cal way. 

Aside, however, from their nat- 
ural inclinations there are times 
when even the calmest persons are 
swept into a round of business or 
social activities that sorely tax 
their powers. There comes a time 
when “so and so is living on his 
nerves.“ Long continued nerve 
strain, overfatigue, lack and rest 
and insufficient or unwisely chosen 
food are all factors that work to- 
gether to bring on what is called a 
nervous collapse. 

One of the best ways of avoiding 
such a state of affairs is to see to | 
it that a sufficient amount of food 
is always used that will insure 
enough of the fuel needed to sup- 
ply the energy that keeps the body 
going. The fuel foods are mainly 
starches, sugars and fats, and these 
must be used in all well-regulated 
diets. 

The body-building foods or pro- 
teins also supply some fuel and are 
invaluable in restoring or rebuild- 
ing worn out body tissue. 

Very often, however, those who 
select what they call nourishing 
food limit their supply to these 
groups only and are tempted to 
neglect fruits and vegetables, espe- 
clally green vegetables. Nourish- 
ment seems to mean, to most peo- 
ple, at least, something that is 
found only in starch foods or eggs 
or meat. Fruits and vegetables 
are necessary—very necessary—to 
keep the body functioning proper- 
lv and to supply the necessary min- 
eral salts and vitamins. 

Persons who are subjected to a 
heavy strain of work or are under 
a nervous tension need foods that 


will give quick energy. These are

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Trench Mouth 


URING the world war, the 
D soldiers in France suf fered 

from an inflammatory and ul- 
cerating condition of the mouth 
which has since become known as 
“trench mouth.” 

Its technical name is ulcerative 
stomatitis. The condition is also 
sometimes called Vincent’s Angina 
or Vincent’s infection. N 

This diseased condition of the 
mouth and throat is not limited to 
soldiers in the trenches, though it 
is more common where persons are 
closely confined, and where they 
are obliged to come into intimate 
contact with one another. 

Trench mouth is a germ disease 
and is transmitted from the sick to 
the well. When it attacks the 
mouth, it may involve the gums, 
cheeks, tongue, or tonsils. It pro- 
duces highly inflamed and ulcerat- 
ed areas which are extremely pain- 
ful, and bleed easily. 

Trench mouth is more liable to 
develop in the unclean than in the 
clean mouth. It is also more liable
